Since 
then, some significant developments have taken 
place. On the one hand, the schemes originally 
included in the Rs. 17*5 crores^plan have been 
reviewed in consultation with the Planning Comm- 
ssion, so as to increase expenditure wherever the 
progress of implementation or the needs of the 
situation so warrant and to curtail expenditure in 
other cases mainly in order to economise in 


unessential spheres and to make the schemes more 
practicable in the light of working experience 
gained. This revision of the Rs. 17*5 crores^plan 
has resulted in the magnitude of the general plan 
being raised from Rs. 17'5 crores to Rs. 18 8 
crores. In presenting the magnitude of expenditure 
for the different schemes, the necessary revisions 
have been indicated both in the narrative portion 
as also in the progress statements forming a part 

of this booklet. In 1953-54, the Planning Commi¬ 
ssion undertook a process of adjustments in the 
Five Year Plan of the country as a whole, in¬

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the State Plan, the State Government have been 
undertaking various other development schemes 
with some measure of assistance from the Central 
Government. Properly speaking, these schemes form 
a part of the Central sector of the Five Year 
Plan, but in as much as they benefit the State, 
it seems desirable to give some idea of these 
schemes. Opportunity has, therefore, been taken 
to provide in this issue an abstract of such schemes. 

While the first Five Year Plan figures for 
development expenditure are generally recognised 
as figures of development expenditure incurred in 
addition to the normal development expenditure 
being incurred by the State Government during the 
base year 1950-51, the figures as incorporated in the 
State Plan, alone, do not actually give a full idea 
of the total additional expenditure incurred on the 
development work by the State Government over 
and above the continuing normal development ex¬ 
penditure as reckoned for the base year 1950-51.

d for specific purposes. Nevertheless it 
ms necessary that the public should have 
complete appreciation of the over-all development 
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expenditure that has been incurred during the first 
Five Year Plan and, therefore, an abstract of non-' 
plan development expenditure, meaning, development 
expenditure outside the Plan and in addition to 
the continuing development expenditure as reckoned 
for the base year 1950-51, has been provided in 
this issue. Thus, while the State Plan of Assam 
as such originally stood at Rs. 17*5 crores, taking 
into account the revisions in the State Plan, the 
additional schemes taken up in 1953-54, the Central 
sector schemes benefiting the State and the non¬ 
plan development expenditure which the State is 
incurring over and above the development expendi¬ 
ture in the base year 1950-51, the total develop¬ 
ment expenditure envisaged for Assam during the 
first five year period will stand at Rs. 35 13 crores. 

In the introduction to the 1953-Edition, finan¬ 
cial difficulties in relation to implementation of the 
State Five Year Plan were indicated and in parti¬ 
cular it was indicated that the Central assistance 
forthcoming till then had been very meagre, thus 
resulting in slow progress in implementation of the 
State Plan. It can now be indicated that the Central 
Government have for the Rs. 17‘5 crores-plan 
accepted a liability of Central assistance to the 
extent of Rs. 15 crores. In respect of additional 
schemes added to the State Plan in respect of 
additional minor irrigation, additional road pro¬ 
gramme and permanent improvements to avert 
scarcity and famine, the Central Government have 
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undertaken to find the entire necessary resources. 
The actual performance in the sphere of Central 
assistance has also improved, though it cannot be 
said- with certainty that the time lost in the first 
two or three years can adequately be made up by 
fiiller Central assistance during the remaining period. 
While in the first two plan years, the Central 
assistance was in the main limited to assistance 

on Grow-More-Food Schemes, in 1953^54, for the 
first time, the Central Government made available 
a general financial assistance for the State Plan to 
the extent of Rs. 125 lakhs, the major portion of 
which was actually utilised. The Central Govern- 
ment have now assured the State Government that 
the balance of Central assistance will be made

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targets set, and every effort is being made to 
achieve these targets to the maximum extent possi¬ 
ble The difficulties in achieving these targets are 
not to be minimised, when it is known that valu¬ 
able time was lost in the first two or three years 
of the Plan, when Central assistance was not 
forthcoming in adequate measure, and when the 
State Government had to rely very much on their 
own resources to implement the Plan. In fact, 
the State Government have in the first 3 years 
already expended a sum of approximately Rs. 1 crore 
in excess of their required contribution of Rs. 2*5 
crores against the original State Plan of Rs. 17*5 
crores. Again, there are difficulties in finding all 
the necessary technical personnel for implementa* 
tion of schemes. The Public Works Department 
which has to share the heaviest burden in the 
matter of implementation of the State Plan, is very 
gravely short of overseers and engineers, etc Steps 
are being taken to recruit as many as possible 
from all over the country but the response cannot 
be said to be as good as would be desirable in 
the circumstances. 

It is hoped that the present publication will 
satisfy a long-felt need to acquaint the public with 
the nature of developmental activity envisaged in 
the first Five Year Plan of Assam and will give 
an account of the progress of expenditure and 
achievement of targets and the opportunities for 
employment created by the State Plan, There is 
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another sphere in which public interest has been 
expressed and that is that information is wanted

INTRODUCTION 

TO THE 1953 EDITION OF ASSAM’S 
FIVE YEAR PLAN—A BROAD OUTLINE. 


The History of Planning in Assam goes 
back to 1945 when at the instance of the 
Government of India, a plan for the development 
of the State was prepared. The plan was approv 
by the Government of India, and put into operation 
mainly with Central assistance m the shape of 
Post-War Development grants. Since then,

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October, 1950 to the effect that after assessing the 
needs of the State, a five-year plan of development 
should be prepared, a draft plan entailing an 
outlay of Rs. 31*5 crores over a five-year period 
was prepared by the State Government and submitted 
to the Commission. 

The objective of the Plan was to provide the 
people of the State with the minimum amenities 
which they could legitimately expect from a modern 
and progressive administration. Care was taken to 
see that the Plan was a practical and realistic one, 
and provided only for the barest minimum of the 
schemes, the implementation of which was considered 
to be ot the utmost urgency. This was because 
the resources available to the State Government

In the final draft of the Five-Year Plan, the Govern¬ 
ment of India have made provision for all the 
afore-referred to schemes, barring enhanced provision 
for the State Rural Development Scheme. The outlay 
on the schemes was thus raised to Rs. 17‘5 crores. 

Due to financial difficulties, the implementation 
of the schemes included in the Plan, has not 
progressed according to schedule. However, as a 
result of recent discussions between representatives 
of the State Government and the officers of the 
Government of India, it is expected that these 
financial difficulties would, to some extent, be 
overcome and the implementation of the Plan 
will progress better during the remaining years 
of the Plan period. 


For effective co-ordination, and control over 
the execution of the development schemes, a high 

powered planning organisation with the Chief Mini¬ 
ster as Chairman, and the Planning and Develop- 
ment Minister, Finance Minister, Transport and

Subdivisional Development Boards have been consti¬ 
tuted for each district and subdivision, the former 
consisting of the local heads of the nation building 
departments under the Chairmanship of the Deputy 
Commissioner or Subdivisional Officer, as the case 
may be, and the latter consisting of local members of 
the Legislature, Chairmen of the Local Boards and 
Municipalities and representatives of the Educational, 
Agricultural and Industrial interests, in addition to the 
official members of the District/Subdivisional Develop¬ 
ment Committee, under the Chairmanship of the 
Deputy Commissioner or Subdivisional Officer. These 
Committees and Boards have been constituted in accor¬ 
dance with the directives of the Planning Commission. 

In the following pages, an attempt has been made 
to present an account of the scope of the development 
schemes of the various departments under the Hye- 
Year Plan. The launching of the development pro¬ 
gramme has added to the responsibilities of the 
different Departments and extra staff has also had to 
be provided in the Plan for the efficient execution 
of the development schemes.

For 1954-55 a sum of Rs. 3*70 lakhs 
has been provided and for the last year of the 

plan Rs. 3*24 lakhs. 

(2) Agricultural Training School 


The purpose of the scheme is to provide training 
to boys in practical agriculture, and to provide 
training for the field staff engaged under the In¬ 
tensive Cultivation Scheme. Admission is made 
on an annual basis with an intake of 30 boys 
per annum. Formerly there were two schools, one 
at Jorhat and the other at Khanapara Farm. The 
two schools have since been amalgamated, and now 
only the school at Khanapara functions. The total 
estimated cost of the scheme during the five year 


period was Rs. 5 lakhs. 

The expenditure in the first two^years was 
lakhs. Expenditure for the year 1953-54 was 
lakhs. In view of the assistance received by the 
Agricultural Training Schools from Communi Y 

ject funds, no further funds have b e <~ n 

for 1954-55 and 1955-56 in the revised State Plan. 


(3) Tea Garden Land Otilisatlon Scheme. 

The object of the scheme is to increase food 
production by utilising the waste land o t e

The total estimated cost of the scheme during 
the five-year period was Rs. 1*02 lakhs. This pro' 
vision was made to meet the pay of the Special 
Officer and his staff, who negotiate with tea 
gardens to see that available areas are brought 
under the plough. The Department was, however 
issuing loans • to large scale farmers under the 
Assam Und Improvement Act.

year period was estimated to be Rs. 11*48 lakhs. 
Expenditure was to be incurred on purchasing new 
tractors and implements, equipping the workshop 
and in maintaining the technical and other staff. 

Before this scheme was planned the State had 
a pool of tractors about 15 to 20. Out of this sch¬ 
eme a further 10 tractors or so have been pur¬ 
chased. Another 15 tractors or so have been pur¬ 
chased for the Kaki reclamation scheme. The total 
tractors now in use are 35 to 40 for both Schemes. 

Initially this scheme was not framed on an 
economic basis. Some of the overhead costs were 
strictly not related to it e.g. expenditure on the 
agricultural engineer and workshops. Since then the 
rate of charge has been revised and other changes 
made to put the scheme on an economic basis. 
A revised scheme has since been prepared. Against 
the original plan provision of Rs. 11*48, a sum 
of Rs. 6*66 lakhs was spent in the first two years. 
Provision for 1953-54 was Rs. 6*19 lakhs. In addi¬ 
tion, Rs. 5 lakhs for the year 1954'55 and Rs. 6*17 
lakhs for 1953-56 are required. The scheme has 
since been revised to provide for this additional 
requirement. From 1954'55 onwards expenditure 
on head-quarters staff and workshop will not be 
included in this scheme. 

(5) Minor Irrigation Schemes 

(Executed through P.W.D.) 

The scheme envisages the completion of 10 
small Irrigation Schemes to irrigate 80,900 acres,

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and 14 drainage and reclamation schemes to 
improve 1,03,700 acres, and 23 Flood Protection 
Schemes to prevent flooding of 1,80,000 acres. 

The purpose of the scheme is to ensure in- 
creased production of crops by providing irrigation 
facilities, to reclaim waste and waterlogged land 
by drainage and protect existing cultivation from 
damage by flood. Thirty percent of the above 
schemes fall in the backward areas. 


In the original Plan a provision of Rs. 97 lakhs 
was made under this scheme. A provision of Rs. 100 
lakhs was separately made for N. E. D. Sche- 
mes. Since then planned expenditure of Rs. 16 
lakhs has been transferred from N. E. D. to

(6) Minor Irrigation Scheme 

(Executed through Agriculture Department) 
facilities^*° irrigation 

by means of ?, tro1 for cro P s > mainly paddy, 
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is carried out by the Officers of the Agricultural 
Department with the assistance of the public 
benefitting from the projects. These schems are 
among the most successful and popular activities of 
the Agricultural Department during recent years. In 
addition to the great benefit derived by the public 
on a more or less permanent basis, these irrigation 
projects have served as a verry good means of 
arousing enthusiasm among the public. The total 
cost of the scheme during the five-year period 
is expected to be Rs. 41*55 lakhs. 

Expenditure of the order of Rs. 10 lakhs 
and Rs. 13*97 lakhs has been proposed for 1954-55 
and 1955-56. This reduces the original estimate of 
Rs. 41*55 lakhs to Rs. 39*95 lakhs. 

(7) Power Pump Irrigation Scheme. 

This scheme provides for increased production 
of spring paddy in low-lying areas by drainage of 
flood water and irrigating fields through the use 
of power pumps. About 50 per cent of the 
recurring cost of the scheme is expected to be 
recovered by the levy of irrigation charges. The 
scheme is expected to cost Rs. 3 lakhs during 
the five-year period. 

Provision has been made at the rate of Rs. *74 
lakhs for 1954^55 and Rs. *83 lakhs for 1955-56. 

^8) Comprehensive Manure Production and 
Distribution Scheme. 

The scheme provides for increased utilisation 
of the available manurial resources in the State 
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with a view to increase the yield of food crops 

by manuring The scheme has been divided into 
four parts as follows : — 

i) Village compost; 

ii) Town compost; 

iii) (a) Bonemeal distribution in the Khasi- 

Jaintia Hills. 

(b) Bonemeal distribution in the Plains 
and other Hills districts of Assam 
excluding Khasi-Jaintia Hills. 

iv) Oilcake distribution (Primarily for double 
cropping).

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(9) Seed Multiplication and Distribution Scheme. 

The scheme provides for the production of 
improved seeds in District Primary Seed Farms 
for their multiplication through registered growers 
and their distribution on as wide a scale as 
possible. The main object of the scheme is to 
bring as large an area under improved paddy as 
possible. Out of the 4 millions acres under paddy 
in the State, steps will be taken to bring at least 
one million acres under improved paddy at the 
end of the fifth year. The expected cost of the 
scheme during the five year period was Rs. 31*73 
lakhs. 

The expenditure in the first two years was, 
however, Rs. 16*18 lakhs. Expected expenditure 
in 1953-54 is Rs. *99 lakhs. The expenditure, so far, 

has been high partly because of a larger amount of 
subsidy and partly because of the distribution of the 
seeds for flood-affected areas being included under 
this scheme. The expenditure for the years 1954-55 
and 1955-56 is likely to come down in view of 
the reduction of the rate of subsidy, which is 
limited to Rs. 3 per maund. The sums required 
for these two years will be Rs. 2 lakhs and Rs. 7 40 
lakhs respectively. The total cost of the scheme 
thus stands reduced by Rs. 5*16 lakhs in the revised 

Plan. 

(10) Plant Protection Scheme. 

This scheme is intended (1) to control diseases 
and insect pests of food crops both in the held 
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and in storage to save loss of food grains by 
the use of pesticides, (2) to prevent animals parti¬ 
cularly elephants, monkeys and wild pigs from 
causing damage to crops. 

The estimated cost of the scheme during the 
five-year period was Rs. 12*20 lakhs.

Guidance will be given to the growers in 
improved cultural and manurial practices for 
increasing the yield in the existing gardens. 

2. Three model orchards recently started with 
important commercial fruit varieties will be 
developed for the purpose of affording effective 
demonstrations in the matter of lay-out, plan¬ 
ting and after-care, and also for helping the 
departmental nurseries with plant materials for 
budding, air layering and other propagational 
work. 

3. Marketing will be arranged for oranges and 
pine-apples, which are two important commer¬ 
cial fruit varieties of the State by organising 
a Sale Agency outside the State.

nary College was started at Novvgong in the year 
1948 in a rented building. Subsequently in the 
month of January 1950 the College was shifted to 
Gauhati for reasons of economy and for running it 
under the direct supervision of the Director of 
Veterinary Department, Assam. 

The number af students in the 1st, 2nd and 
3rd year classes during the session, 1950-51 was 
28,21 and 26. The first Final Professional Diploma 
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Examination of the Assam Veterinary College was 

he!d in the month of May, 1951.

(3) Increase in buildings for the College is 
also envisaged for proper training and housing 
of equipment. A sum of Rs. 50,000/- per 
year for the last two Plan years is suggested 
in this regard. 

Financial requirements for 1954-55 is thus 
Rs. 2*09 lakhs and for 1955-56 Rs. 2*29 lakhs. The 

total expenditure under the scheme has thus come 
to Rs. 7*02 lakhs entailing an extra expenditure of 
Rs. 2*16 lakhs over the original Plan. 

(2) Establishment of Veterinary Laboratory 

at Silchar. 

A sum of Rs. 55,000/ is provided under the 
scheme. No expenditure has been incurred so far. 
At present there is only one Laboratory at Gauhati 
for analysis work relating to diseases and epidemics 
of animals. One Veterinary Laboratory cannot cater 
the needs of the entire State, and accordingly 
another Laboratory in Silchar to cater for Cachar 
and the adjoining hill districts was provided in 
the Plan. It is considered essential to start the 
scheme. The expenditure on buildings and equipment 

in the first year, that is, 1954-55 will be Rs. 40,500/.

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(3) Establishment of Veterinary Vaccine Section. 

The scheme for the establishment of a Veteri¬ 
nary Vaccine Section in Assam has been undertaken 
for preparation of Goat Tissue Vaccine which is 
required for inoculation of cattle against Rinder¬ 
pest.

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(4) Establishment of Veterinary Hospitals 

A sum of Rs. 2 lakhs was provided under the 
scheme for establishment of 4 Veterinary Hospitals. 
No expenditure has so far been incurred. The De¬ 
partment, however, expect to take up the scheme 
from the current year. Necessary land etc. is being 
arranged. The building expenditure per hospital is 
Rs. 32,000 a. At this rate the requirement for 1954-55 
is Rs. 1,28,000A. The expenditure proposed for 
1955-56 is Rs. 80,000/-. This comprises of Rs. 15,000A 
for equipment for each hospital and Rs. 5,000A 
expenditure on staff. 


(5) Key Village Scheme. 


This scheme aims at the improvement of Cattle. 
Five artificial insemination centres have so far been 
established. 

A sum of Rs. 3 lakhs was provided under the 
scheme for establishment of 6 Key Village Centres. 
Five Centres have so far been set up, but necessary 
buildings and equipments are still wanting. The 
expenditure during the first two years of the Plan 
was Rs. ‘38 lakh. The likely expenditure during 
1953-54 is Rs. ‘60 lakh. A provision of Rs. 1‘52 lakhs

( 4 ) Cinchona Cultivation and Quinine Factory . 

The scheme aims at extending the plantation of 
cinchona in Assam with a view to make Assam self- 
sufficient in her requirements of quinine and their 
products obtained from the cinchona plant. The 
scheme was put into operation during 1945 and already 
599'3 acres of land have been put under cinchona 
plantation. The target is to cover 1,000 acres with 
cinchona cultivation which is estimated to yield 10,000 
lbs. quinine sulphate annually to meet the normal 
requirements of the State. It is proposed to process 
the cinchona bark locally for which separate scheme 
has been worked out. 

A sum of Rs. 6*5 lakhs was provided under the 
scheme to enable the Department to complete 1000 
acres of plantation. The expenditure so far has been 
more or less according to Plan. About 875 acres o 
plantation has already been achieved. A provision 

of Rs. 1*4 lakhs for 1954-55 and Rs. 1*32 lakhs for 
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1955-56 is proposed to enable the Department to 

maintain the plantations and to complete the target 
of 1000 acres. 

( 5 ) W ild. Life Sanctuary. 

This scheme aims at preservation of the valu¬ 
able and rare species of wild life and thereby encou¬ 
rage the tourist traffic in Assam, which will result in 
increased revenue.

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A sum of Rs. 3‘6 lakhs has been provided under 
the Plan for tapping of resin from pine trees and 
establishment of a Resin Distillation Factory. The 
Factory is completed and is in production. The 
number of trees under tapping exceeds 1 lakh. Ex¬ 
penditure is not likely to be according to Plan. An 
excess expenditure of Rs. 1 lakh is expected. The 
Department have been requested to plan for syste* 
matic marketing of the manufactured products. 

(7) Wattle Cultivation. 

It is intended to bring 600 acres under wattle 
plantation (Accacia Mollisina) in three years. Wattle 
bark is very necessary for tanning, especially as there 
is difficulty now in getting the bark from South Africa, 
which used to supply most of the tanning bark in 
India. Besides its bark the wood also may be used 
as fuel. The total average annual income per acre 
will be Rs. 1,000/-. The whole plantation at the end 
of the 5th year is expected to fetch a revenue of 
Rs. 6 lakhs, 

A sum of Rs. 1*1 lakhs was provided for the 
scheme, but no expenditure in the first two years of 
the Plan was incurred. The department, however, 
carried out experimental cultivation of wattle from 
their normal budget. In view of the success of wattle 
cultivation, the Department proposes to spend the 
entire provision in the remaining plan period. A 
sum of Rs. 25,000/- was allocated for 1953-54 
During 1954-55 and 1955-56 it is proposed to spend 
Rs. ‘48 lakh and Rs. ‘38 lakh respectivly.

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(8) Cinchona and Quinine F actoiy. 

A sum of Rs. 5 lakhs was provided for the 
scheme in the Plan for expenditure in the last three 
years of the Plan. Although a sum of Rs. 1*25 lakhs 
was allocated in 1953-54 in view of the delay in fixing 
the location of the factory site, only about Rs. *23 
lakh is likely to be spent. The provision suggested 
for the next two years is accordingly Rs. 2.5 lakhs 
and 2*27 lakhs respectively. 

- (9) Agar Oil Production . 

This scheme aims at the utilisation of the agar 
wood available in Assam for manufacture of agar 
oil. Hitherto this trade has been in the hands of 
East Pakistan people and local people do not know 
the method of manufacturing agar oil. In view of 
the high price being offered for pure agar oil ;t is 
proposed to have a State-owned unit for its manu¬ 
facture and for maintaining the standard of the 
product. The necessary research into the method of 
distillation has already been carried out by the Forest 
Research Institute, Dehra Dun. 

About 500 maunds of agar wood from the 
lfferent agar mahals extending over the State will be 
available annually. This will yield approximately 
,WO tolas of agar oil valued at Rs. 50,000A taking 
Ks 10A per tola ( which is a safe price being lower 
than the prevailing price of agar oil in the market), 
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The cost of production of this quantity of oil will be 
Rs. 30,00(V- leaving annual profit of Rs. 20,000/-. 

The cost of agar distilling equipments will be 
Rs. 5,000/-. No extra buildings will be necessary 
as the plant will be combined with the Resin and 
Turpentine Factory installed in Shillong. This will 
provide laboratorv facilities for the agar oil manu¬ 
facturing unit as well as supervision. 

A sum of Rs 18 lakhs was provided under the 
scheme for setting up an Agar Oil Distillation Plant 
and for recurring cost in connection with manu¬ 
facture of Agar Oil. No money was spent in the 
first two years. A sum of Rs. *06 lakh was provided 

for 1953-54 The requirements for 1954-55 and 
1955-56 are Rs. *72 lakh and Rs. T02 lakhs res¬ 
pectively. 

(io) Store Trucks Schemes. 

It is necessary for the Forest Department to have 
a fleet of trucks for gravelling roads and transporting 
timber in Divisions and also for transport in connec¬ 
tion with resin and turpentine, cinchona, agar oil 
factories. It is, therefore, proposed to purchase, 
3 trucks to supplement and replace the small number 
of trucks now with the Department. 

A provision of Rs. 1 lakh was made for purchase 
of trucks for the Forest Department. Although afi 
expenditure of Rs. '58 lakh was incurred upto the 

end of 1952-53, and a provision of Rs. *15 lakh was 
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ftiade for the year 1953-54, only one truck has so 
far been purchased. The Department’s minimum 
needs are for two more trucks. Accordingly a pro? 
vision of Rs. *32 lakh for the year 1954-55 and Rs. *21 
lakh for 1955-56 is proposed. 

(it) Cultivation of medicinal and economic plants and 

production of crude drugs. 


Assam has a variety of important medicinal and 
economic plants. But the cultivation of ,'these valu¬ 
able plants and herbs is neither organised nor has 


any attempt been made to put it on an industrial 

basis. It is proposed to cultivate some of the more 

important medicinal and economic plants on an 

organised basis and sell them for use in medicine 

and industries. It is also intended to process some of 

the more important medicinal plants and herbs; 

This drug processing laboratory will be developed" 

with the laboratory in the Government Resin Disti-' 

Ilation Plan as the nucleus. The expected cost of 

the scheme during the five year period is Rs. Z 

lankhs; the expected amount of annual income 

from the scheme is Rs. 40,000/-. Considering the

f i ) Training of Office-bearers o; Societiesi 

The dearth of qualified office bearers of Co* 
operative has been hampering the progress of the 
movement. To get over the difficulties experienced 
at present, it is proposed to give training for the 
maintenance of accounts and other matters relating 
to Cooperatives. The acheme has since been 
revised to provide for training facilities for the 
Officers and Officebearers of the Community 
Project Department and the Cooperative Depart* 
ment. 

The total cost of the scheme during the 
five year period was Rs. 92,000/*. 

The scheme has been revised to cost Rs. 
1,56,000/* till the end of the Plan period. A provi* 
sion of Rs. 64,000/* was made for the year 1953-. 
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54. Requirement for 1954-55 and 1955-56 has been 
estimated at Rs. 68,000/- and Rs. 24,000/- respectively.

The purpose of the scheme is to construct 
a few suitable godowns for the storage of the 
agricultural produce and industrial products of the 
agriculturists, artisans, and industrial workers. 
The lack of these godowns is at present prevent" 
ing the Trading Co-operatives from playing their 
full part in improving the economic condition of 
the people. The intention is to help them to hold 
on to their produce till the advent of better 
prices, instead of falling an easy prey to specu¬ 
lators or money lenders. 

It is proposed to construct 16 godowns for 
the present. 

A sum of Rs. 8 lakhs has been provided 
for capital expenditure. Of this Rs. T5 lakhs 

was allotted for the year 1953-54. The require¬ 
ment for 1954-55 and 1955-56 are Rs. 3*5 lakhs 
and Rs. 3 lakhs respectively. 

(4) Amelioration of Backward Classes—Extension of 

Co-operative Movement 

The object of the scheme is to offer much- 
needed facilities to schedule castes and tribes for 
their economic upliftment through co-operative 
efforts. 

Under this scheme there was a provision of 
Rs. 7,75,000/- for construction of Godowns and 
advance of credit. Although Godowns will be 
provided for under the Godown Scheme, -the 
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requirement of credit will still remain. A sum 
of Rs. 2 lakhs will be required for investment 
through Societies in the lac and cotton growing 
areas. Provision has been made at the rate of 
Rs. 1 lakh per year for the years 1954-55 and 
1955-56. There is thus a saving of Rs. 5,75,000/- 

tmder the scheme from the original provision in 
the revised programme. 


(5) Establishment of Qinning Mill. 

The object is to establish two Cotton Ginning 
Mills in the Garo and Mikir Hills. The total 
production of seed Cotton in the Garo Hills is 
about 60,000 maunds.

1952. Of these schemes only 3 schemes were 
initiated in 1951-52 for lack of Central assistance. 
The Iengar Committee which visited the State in 
1952 advised that such of the N. E. D. schemes as 
qualified as food production schemes should be 
taken up under the G. M. F. Programme. Accordingly 
3 more schemes were taken up towards the end 
of 1952 as G. M. F. Schemes. With the transfer of 
these latter 3 schemes, costing Rs. 16 lakhs, the 
overall expenditure on the N. E. D. Schemes now 
stands at Rs. 84 lakhs. This Programme of Rs. 84 
lakhs consists of 37 schemes, estimated to benefit an 
area of 1*89 lakhs acres. Of these 37 schemes, 3 
were taken up in 1951*52, one is nearly completed 
and on two, work is in progress. A sum of Rs. 5*6 
lakhs was spent till the end of 1952-53 on account 
of these schemes. 13 more schemes were taken up 
during 1953-54. The remaining 21 schemes are 
proposed to be taken up during 1954^55 at an 
expenditure of Rs. 47*40 lakhs. The schemes are 
likely to be completed by the end of 1955-56 at an 
estimated expenditure of Rs. 15*45 lakhs.

PROTECTION OF DIBRUGARH TOWN 

To protect the town of Dibrugarh from erosion 
by the Brahmaputra river, it has been decided to 
construct a stone revetment for a length of about 
four miles along the river bank. The collection of 
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part of this loan expenditure will be realised from 
the people benefitting from the project by means 
of a cess. 


Power Projects Development Scheme 

Umtru Hydro Electric Project. 


This scheme which envisages the development 
of 7,500 Kilowatts of hydro electric power by 
harnessing the water resources of the Umtru river 
is already under execution. The scheme when com¬ 
pleted would supply electrical power, at a very 
cheap rate to an area of about 1,000 sq. miles in¬ 
cluding the urban area of Gauhati and to townships 
like Palasbari and Rangiya. The supply of electrk 
cal power at comparatively cheap rates to this area 
would help to develop cottage and small scale in¬ 
dustries like weaving of indigenious silk, and manu¬ 
facture of bell metal utensils, and enable the existing 
industrial and commercial establishments in the 
area like rice, oil and saw mills to be run efficiently 
and economically. The supply of electrical power 
would further help in the establishment of industries 
like canning of fruits, preparation of fruit juice, 
jams and marmalades and in the installation of a 
cold storage plant. The requirements of power of 
the Gauhati University, the All India Radio, the 
Railway Colony, the Railway Workshop, the State 
Transport Workshop, Water Pumping Station and 
Town Lighting will also be met by this project. The

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(i) Establishment of Sericultural Research Station. 

By application of the principles of genetics 
silk worms have been improved by obtaining 
higher yielding races and preventing wastage. The 
The vast research done on several varieties of mulber- 
ries in Japan for determining the most suitable 
one and with a view to obtain the best food for 
silk worm, has increased production and reduced 
the cost of silk appreciably. Similarly research on 
silk reeling, the machinery and methods used, has 
improved the quality of silk. Again in silk worm 
rearing, due to research, the methods of rearing 
have been improved to a considerable extent effect¬ 
ing greater yield and better quality of cocoons. 
These are undoubtedly some of the outstanding 
benefits of research to silk industry. 

Besides mulberry silk worms, Assam has got 
two indigenous races of silk worms - Muga and 
Eri which are reared nowhereelse in the world. 
The question of improving these races with a 
view to make them more diseaseresistant and to 
increase their commercial posibilities has never 
been subjected to research and scientific investi¬ 
gation. x 

It is, therefore proposed to start a Research 
Station near Gauhati preferably in the proposed 
Assam University compound where electricity and 
scientific apparatus from the Science College would 
be available. This is a long term project without 
aiming at immediate benefit. 
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The silk industry in the State would undoubtedly 
benefit by the establishment of such research facilities. 

The scheme could not be started during the 
1st three years for lack of funds. 

It has since been approved on the basis of 
50 per cent aid from the Central Silk Board. 
Provision for implementation of the scheme has 
been made at Rs. 75,000/- for 1954-55 and Rs. 
40,000/- for 1955-56 The total provision for the 
scheme, till the end of 1955-56, is estimated 
accordingly at Rs. 1*15 lakhs under the revised 
Plan against Rs. 4*43 lakhs in the original Plan. 


(3) Qrant of subsidies to Mulberry Qrowers. 

Mulberry is the foundation of the Silk Industry. 
The area under mulberry plantation in the State 
is estimated at about 1,000 acres only, which has 
to be extended to increase the production of 
mulberry silk in the State. It is proposed to do 
so by granting subsidies to mulberry growers. 
The scheme would help to increase silk produc¬ 
tion and raise the standard of living of the people 
y providing them with a subsidiary occupation. 

A sum of Rs. 19,000/- was provided under 
this scheme but no expenditure was incurred upto 
the end of 1953-54 for lack of Central assistance, 
lhe Department suggests implementation of the 
scheme as in it depends the success of their 
mulberry silk scheme. Provision for 1954-55 and

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U) Establishment of Dye House. 

A welbequipped Dey House is essentially needed 
in the State. The Hill fabrics of Assam are noted 
for their colourful patterns and these are popular 
within the State and outside. The hill fabrics, 
hill bags, Abor and Lushai rugs (Cotton piled 
carpets ) could capture export markets provided 
they are woven in fast clours and these could 
be supplied at competitive rates and production 
increased. The scheme for the establishment of 
a Dye House will, apart from providing fast colours 
help weavers to adopt better methods of dyeing 
and also reduce cost of production. 

The estimated cost of the scheme during the 
five year period was Rs. 2,23,164 a. 

The scheme has since been taken up with 
assistance from the Central Handloom Board. This 
scheme has therefore been dropped from the 
revised Plan as such. 

( 5) Establishment of an Eri Seed Qrainage. 

Eri silk is known to the outside world as 
Assam silk. Its culture extends from one end of 
the Brahmaputra Valley to the other end to Cachar. 
There is no social prejudice among any class of 
people against its culture. The attempts of the 
people of other States to introduce its culture in 
their respective areas have not so far met with 
any amount of success. Eri silk Industry is there* 
fore Assam’s monopoly. Successful rearing of the 
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Caterpillars depends on healthy seed. The race of 
Hri reared in the Hills is generally very healthy. 
It has been found in the past that eggs produced 
there do very well in the Plains also. Establish^ 
ment of three Eri Seed Grainages was sanctioned 
under the Post-War Plan. Only one at Haflong 
could be established so far. This will be main¬ 
tained and will supply much needed disease-free 
seeds for this important Cottage Industry in Assam. 
The coot of the scheme during the five years 
period was estimated at R s . 63,445/-. The 

ocheme, however, could not be started earlier for 
paucity of funds.

COTTAGE INDUSTRY DEVELOPMENT SCHEMES

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(3) Promotion of Export Markets for Cottage Industries 

Products and Cottage Industries Museum. 

Enquiries have been received from time to time 
from Government of India asking for samples of 
representative Cottage Industries products for display 
in New Delhi and in the Show-rooms of the Indian 
Embassies in Foreign countries with a view to stimu* 
lating export markets. Under this scheme represents 
tive samples of cottage industries products will be 
supplied to the Embassies and Trade Commissioners 
abroad. It is also intended to take advantage of All 
India Exhibitions, which offer a very suitable forum 
for display and giving publicity to Cottage Industries 
Products of the State. 

Similarly, a Cottage Industries Museum has a great 
part to play in preserving the art and culture, and in 
encouraging the industries of a State. Until recently 
there has been infiltration of foreign patterns and 
western designs in our Cottage Industries. But of 
late, the trend of fashion and taste of the people have 
undergone a change. The present taste is very much 
towards the traditional patterns. The establishment 

of a Museum will give an opportunity for the collect 
tion and display of ancient traditional patterns of 
Assam. Such a Museum will attract visitors and 
enable better designs to be adopted, and promote 
good type of Cottage Industries products. Along 
with the Museum a Cottage Industries Sales Section 
will be provided, 
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These two schemes have been revised and amalga¬ 
mated to cost Rs. 1,11,000 a. A sum of Rs. 61,000/- 
was allotted for 1953-54, but this sum could not be

Adulteration in mill pressed oils is most common. 
The rampant prevalance of this evil could, to some 
extent be attributed among other causes, to the ex* 
tinction of the village Ghani Industry. Necessity for 
reviving the Ghani Industry, therefore, needs no em¬ 
phasis. The revival could be expected through the 
sustained efforts of Demonstration Parties. It is, 
therefore, proposed to start three Demonstration units 
in suitable places in Assam where mustered seeds are 
available in abundance. Apart from providing pure 
oil for consumption, the Industry will also provide 
subsidiary occupation to many in Villages. 

This scheme has been revised and a sum of 
Rs. 15,000A allotted for 1953-54- Requirements for 
1954-55 and 1955-56 are Rs. 38,000A and Rs. 56,000/- 

respectively. 


COMMUNICATION (ROADS) SCHEME 


Assam is very backward in the matter of com¬ 
munications. With a view to improve road 
communications in the State, a road development 
programme for the construction of 365 miles of road 
in the plains, 193 miles of road in the hills, 1,088 
miles of village roads in the plains, 314 miles of 
village road in the hills, and major bridges covering 
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Mawphlang—Balat bond. Blasting of stone 
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a total length of 48,100 ft. at an estimated total 
cost of Rs. 773 lakhs was formulated. However, 
before the implementation of the programme, 
commenced in 1947, could proceed in full swing, 
the Post-War Development Grants from the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, by which most these road projects 
were being financed, were stopped and the programme 
had to be drastically curtailed, some of the road 
projects having had to be totally abandoned. 


Against the background of this earlier experi¬ 
ence, it was decided to go in for a more modest 
programme of road construction, when the road con¬ 
struction programme under the Five Year Plan-was 
being considered. The Road Development Programme 
under the Five Year Plan was estimated at Rs. 250 
lakhs.

(i) Preparation and publication of Text Books for 

Basic Schools. 

With a view to prepare Text Books for Basic 
Schools in Assam, a Committee was constituted in 
1946-47. The Committee visited the principal Basic 
Education Centres in India for the purpose of gaining 
practical experience in the subject. Thereafter a 
Conference of Basic Education Experts of India was 
also held at Shillong to discuss this matter. 

The scheme provided for an expenditure of 
Rs. 2 42 lakhs for preparation and printing of text 
books for junior and senior Basic Schools. The 
expenditure has, however, been only Rs. 17,000/- in 

the first two years and Rs. 7,000/- in 1953-54. This 

low expenditure is accounted for by the fact that 
only two text books have been prepared. A Special 
Officer has also been appointed. For the future it 
is felt that both to speed up preparation of text 
books and to obtain the best possible results, prepa¬ 
ration of text books may be entrusted to the Superin¬ 
tendents of the six Basic Training Centres who not 
only have training in Basic Education, but have also 
practical experience therein. Provision has been 
made for the grant of honorarium to Superintendents 
whose books are accepted. The books should be 
approved, and if necessary, revised by a Committee 
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Of Experts. The Department propose that a

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(3) Qauhati University Scheme. 

The scheme includes the construction of the 
Gauhati University Buildings, provision of water 
supply, sanitation, drainage, electrification, gas 
plant, library, gymnasium, furniture, laboratory 
equipment, play grounds, garden and park, roads, 
preparation of site, land acquisition, salaries, wages 
etc. involving an expenditure of Rs. 1,86,46,00. 
The aim of the scheme is to establish the Gauhati 
University on a site near Pandu. The temporary 
accommodation of the University in its present 
site in the congested town of Gauhati, has been 
found to be unsatisfactory and inadequate, especially 
in view of the expansion of the Post Graduate 
Classes. The scope of the scheme is to impart 
education to the youth of the State in technical 
and non-technical subjects which will contribute 
to the increase in productive capacity of the State 
and to the raising of the general standard of living 
of the people. On the technical side, the University 
has already started post-graduate classes in Botany, 
Commerce, Statistics, and under-graduate classes in 
Geology. Steps have been taken to establish Phy¬ 
sics and Chemistry Laboratories. 

A sum of Rs. 43 lakhs was provided under 
the Five Year Plan for aid to the Gauhati Uni¬ 
versity. A sum of Rs. 10‘75 lakhs was given to 
University for the first time during 1953-54. From 
the statement of accounts submitted by the Uni¬ 
versity, it appears that they have considerable sums 
in hand unexpended, and it may be taken that

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some portion of the grant made during 1953-54 
was carried over to the next year.

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The Institution has to be properly staffed and 
equipped with work-shop, laboratory and library. 
The essential buildings have also to be constructed. 

A sum of Rs. 10 lakhs was provided under 
the scheme for development of the existing Technical 
School into a College of Engineering and Technology. 
No expenditure was incurred in the first two years. 
A sum of Rs. *64 lakh was allotted for 1953-54. 
It is proposed to utilise the remaining amount in 
the remaining period. Accordingly, a provision of 
Rs. 5 lakhs for 1954-55 and Rs. 4*36 lakhs for 
1955-56 has been made. 

(5) Social Education. 

The Scheme of Social Education is designed to— 

(a) acquaint the people with the ever chang¬ 
ing currents in the Social, Economic and 
Political life, in the national and inter¬ 
national spheres ;

A sum of Rs. 6 lakhs was provided under the 
scheme. No expenditure, however, has been incurred 
so far. The scheme provided for employing 153 
Sub-Inspectors to impart physical training. The in¬ 
tention was to appoint one Sub-Inspector for a 
number of schools to which he would impart 
training in rotation. It was, however, felt that this 
scheme as framed is not likely to achieve useful 
results. Physical training should be the duty of one 
of the existing teachers of schools. These teachers 
may go through a proper course of physical training. 
In view of the very large number of schools in¬ 
volved, it is now proposed to set up a physical 
training institute in the State. Apart from necessary 
buildings, provision will have to be made for 
employment of properly qualified and trained 
Physical Instructors in this Institute. The Department 
of Education, which would control the Institute, 
could then arrange periodical courses of one or 
two months or such period as they may be advised 
after consulting similar institutions elsewhere. A 
programme would then be drawn up for different 
terms and necessary number of teachers selected 
from different schools to undergo the training in 
this Institute. Provision will have to be made for 
stipends to the trainees during the period of training. 
Apart from physical training, the Institute will 

impart instruction in hygiene, first-aid and other

( 8 ) Training of teachers for Basic Schools. 

The scheme provided for an expenditure of 
Rs. 3*45 lakhs on training of teachers for Basic 
Schools. This expenditure was provided for training 
of teachers outside the State as also for grant of 
stipends to teachers trained within the State. The 
figures of expenditure are Rs. 1*29 lakhs till the 
end of 1952-53 and Rs. *33 lakh in 1953-54. 

Expenditure at the rate of Rs. *94 lakh per year 
has been provided for 1954-55 and 1955-56. 

( 9 ) Practising Schools. 

Five Practising Schools have been established 
and attached to each Training School at Shillong, 
Udarbund, Titabar, Dudnai and Raha. More Prac¬ 
tising Schools will be opened and attached to Basic 
Training Schools that may be opened in future. 

A sum of Rs. 1'72 lakhs was provided for 
expenditure on practising schools attached to each 
training centre. The expenditure for the first two 

years was Rs. *59 lakh. The expenditure for 1953-54 
was Rs. ‘37 lakh. A provision of Rs. *72 lakhs for 
1954-55 and Rs. *04 lakh for 1955-56 is proposed. 

( 10 ) Development of Education in Tribal Areas . 

A sum of Rs. 35*18 lakhs was shown in the Plan 
for expenditure under the scheme. The items of 
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expenditure included expenditure on inspecting 
staff and grants-in-aid to primary middle and high 
schools in tribal areas. Originally in the Rs. 12*5 
crores Assam Plan a provision of Rs. 48*78 lakhs 
was made under the scheme. When, however, 
separate schemes for tribal areas were forwarded 
to the Planning Commission, to the extent that 
provision was made for education in the tribal areas 
Plan, the provision made under the scheme was 
reduced. In its present state this scheme is not 
capable of implementation, as expenditure in tribal 
areas is already being incurred from Article 275 
grants. The scheme has, therefore, been dropped 
rom the revised Plan as such though work of this 
type continues also from State revenues.

( 2 ) Assam Medical College. 

The scheme consists in the Establishment off a 
Medical College and a well-equipped hospital attached 
to it. The College was started in November, 1947 
and a 300 bedded hospital in February, 1949. It 
will supply a regular flow of Medical graduates every 
year who will be available for rendering medical 
aid in both rural and urban areas of the State. 

Patients from all parts of the State will have 
facilities for the most modern method of treatment 
in the hospital of the College. 

A total provision of Rs. 131*36 lakhs was made 
for the scheme ( Rs. 61*36 lakhs for recurring and 
Rs. 70 lakhs for non-recurring expenditure ). Figures 
of recurring expenditure were Rs. 23*4 lakhs till 
the end of 1952-53. For 1953-54 there was a 
provision of Rs. 12*52 lakhs. The Department 
indicated that they have a Plan for increasing the 
capacity of the hospital from 300 to 500 beds. 
Accordingly recurring expenditure goes up for 
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1954-55 and 1955-56 for which a provision of Rs. 13 
lakhs and Rs. 15 lakhs respectively proposed. There 

will thus be an excess expenditure of Rs. 2*56 lakhs.

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Against a provision of Rs. 3*8 lakhs for the 
scheme, a sum of Rs. 1*26 lakhs was spent till the 

end of 1952-53. Provision for 1953-54 was Rs. ‘84 

lakh. The expenditure so for has been, more or 
less, according to plan. On the existing basis the 

requirements for 1954-55 and 1955-56 are Rs. *84 
lakh and Rs. ‘86 lakh respectively, thus exhausting 
entire provision in the Plan. The Department, 
however, is considering the question of providing 
proper buildings to the College, and for this 
purpose a Sub-Committee of the Cabinet has been 
appointed. 

(4) Provincialisation of District Hospitals . 

The Project originally envisaged provincialisation 
of five District Local Board Hospitals at Silchar, 
Dhubri, Nowgong, Jorhat and Tezpur and shifting 
them to more spacious buildings on new sites to 
increase the bed strength in each to 200 beds and 
providing adequate modern equipment. The hospitals 
were provincialised in July, 1947, but owing to 
financial reasons, the proposals for their improvement 
had to be postponed. The hospitals are at present 
being run in their original form ; only some 
equipment have been added to them from the 
surplus American Stores and Nursing facilities made 
available. 

The scheme provided for an expenditure of 
Rs. 20*11 lakhs during the plan period. To run the 
five hospitals already provincialised and to make 












improvements by way of equipment, etc., expenditure 
during the first two years was Rs. 6*95 lakhs; 
Provision for 1953-54 was Rs. 3*38 lakhs. This 
expenditure has been somewhat below the targets 
originally planned, although there is no doubt that 
additional expenditure can be incurred on improve¬ 
ment of equipments. Accordingly, a sum of Rs. 4*9 
lakhs has been provided for 1954-55 and Rs. 4*88 

lakhs for 1955-56. This will exhaust the entire 
provision.

(f) r Public Health Engineer. 

The scheme provided for an expenditure of 
Rs. ‘93 lakh on the appointment of a Public Health 
Engineer and his staff. The appointment was 
•visualised for improvement of water-supply and 
•construction of planned villages and towns. The 
'State Government have, also separately accepted in 
•principle the establishment of an Improvement Trust 
rfor the State. It is felt that the provision made in 
-the scheme could be utilised for appointing an 
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Engineer who would discharge the dual function of 
the Chairman of the Improvement Trust and Public 
Health Engineer to the State, Accordingly, for 
1954-55 and 1955-56 provision has been has been 
made at Rs. 19,000/- and R s . 20,000A respectively. 
The Engineer will be appointed to work out the frame 
work of an Improvement Trust Act after study of 
local conditions. Thereafter he will be appointed 
in connection with the work of the Trust.

setting up of a separate nutritional laboratory is not 
necessary. This work can, and is, being carried on 
at the Assam Medical College. The scope of the 
work in the Assam Medical College in the sphere 
of nutrition can, if necessary, be expanded and would 
most probably be met from the provision for the 
Assam Medical College. 

( 3 ) SmalUpox Vaccinators Scheme . 

At present Government vaccinators are very 
limited in number and appointed for Hills Districts 
only. Even these vaccinators are not properly 
trained. It is considered that Vaccinators should 
possess the basic educational qualification of having 
passed the Matriculation or its equivalent and should 
have undergone a regular course of training in small* 
pox vaccination work and be paid adequately. At 
present, in the Plains Districts, Vaccinators are 
appointed by Local Bodies on low salaries and 
without regard to ability or qualification and these 
too only for a few months in the year. In order 
to cope with the work of vaccination efficiently 
throughout the State, it is considered essential that 
each thana should have at least two Health Assistants 
appointed by and directly responsible to the Public 
Health Department. 

One hundred and sixty Health Assistants were 
originally entertained under this scheme, but the 
number was reduced to 80 from 1950-51 as a measure 
of economy. Eighty Health Assistants more are 
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required to strengthen the existing staff employed 
in connection with measures to control epidemics 
in rural areas of the State. Their duties will not 
only be confined to vaccination ; their services will 
also be utilised for disinfection of tanks, wells and 
other sources of water supply, collection of vital 
statistics and inoculation against cholera and other 
sanitary measures. 

The cost of the scheme during the five year period 

isRs. 3,96,000A 

A sum of Rs. 2*06 lakhs was spent upto the end 

of 1953-54. For 1954-55 and 1955-56, expenditure 

at the rate of Rs. *84 lakh and Rs. ’95 lakh 

respectively has been provided.

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( 5 ) Anti-Tuberculosis Scheme. 

Although no accurate estimate of the incidence 
of Tuberculosis is available, there is no doubt, that 
the incidence of the disease in the State is high. 
The existing facilities for detection, treatment and 
prevention of this disease are inadequate. To begin 
with, it is considered necessary to have one clinic 
in each of five district headquarters with 6 beds, 
with one Health Visitor (preferably female). Necessary 
accommodation for the Clinic will be provided in 
District Headquarters hospitals. 

A sum of Rs. 2'82 lakhs was provided under the 
scheme for appointment of one provincial T. B. officer 
and establishment of 5 T.B. Clinics attached to district 
hospitals each having 6 beds. A Health Visitor was 
to have also been appointed for each Clinic. No 
appointment has been made of the provincial T.B. 
Officer so far. Out of the 5 Clinics proposed, only 
one has been established at Jorhat. Until the number 
of T. B. Clinics increased, the question of appointing 
the Provincial T. B. Officer is dropped. Otherwise 
there is definite need for this scheme. Provision for 
1954-55 and 1955-56 has been made at Rs. 1*37 lakhs 
and Rs. 1*30 lakhs respectively to establish five 
clinics. The scheme has also since been sanctioned 
and action for establishing the Clinics is proceeding. 

(6) Maternity and Child Welfare Centres . 

Maternity and Child Welfare work in the State 
was previously conducted by the Red Cross Society 
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and other voluntary Societies. The Centres were short 
of staff and could not maintain the desired standard 
of efficiency owing to paucity of funds. Government 
took over the work during 1948, when a five year 
scheme for developing the Maternity and Child 
Welfare work was chalked out. The State Government 
were maintaining these centres for safe child birth 
and effective anti-natal and post-natal care, taken over 
from the Red Cross Society till the end of 1952-53. 


A provision of Rs. 2.39 lakhs was made for 
opening of 18 new Maternity and Child Welfare 
Centres in addition to the existing four. The 
expenditure was to be incurred on items such 
as appointment of a Medical Officer, Dhais, Midwi¬ 
ves and Lady Doctors. The Special Medical Offi¬ 
cer has not been appointed. Till the end of 1952- 
53, no new centres had been opened. Keeping 
in view the remaining Plan period and the fact 
that Maternity Centres will be established under 
another scheme sponsored by the Ministry of 
Health and also from State revenues, this scheme 
has been converted to one for establishment of

( 7 ) Anti-Leprosy Scheme . 

Owing to gradual increase of leprosy cases 
m Assam, it has become very difficult for the 
Special Leprosy Officer to survey all the areas be- 
heved to be infected with Leprosy to supervise 
all the leprosy institutions efficiently and to train 
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the social workers in leprosy treatment. It was, 
therefore, proposed to appoint a separate Leprosy 
Officer to manage the work efficiently. Owing to 
the paucity of sufficient number of qualified com' 
pounders, it was also proposed to train locally non- 
medical men preferably ex-leprosy patients in the 
technique of giving injection to leprosy patients 
as in Madras. Sixty such Injectors were proposed 
to be entertained. 

Formerly leprosy asylum were intended for 
segregating patient and not as centres for treat¬ 
ment of the disease. With the re-introduction of 
treatment with hydnocarpus oil, fresh hope arose 
in the minds of leprosy patients. With the dis¬ 
coveries of the sulphone remedies, viz. Diasone 
and Sulphetrone in the treatment of leprosy cases, 
it is now possible to contemplate rendering a large 
proportion of patients relatively innocuous. 

In view of the promising results of treatment 
with sulphone drugs and with a view to economy, 
it is proposed to start this treatment with about 
300 patients in some selected Public Health 
Department Dispensaries, with the help of the 
existing Compounders and 60 Injectors proposed 
in the Scheme. 

A sum of Rs. 2*39 lakhs was provided under 
the scheme for the five year period. The scheme 
could not be started during the first two years for 
lack of Central assistance. The scheme was revised 
in 1953-54 in consultation with the Department, 
and the revised scheme as accepted by the 
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Government, is to cost Rs. 1,06,532/-. Of this, 
Rs. 24,000/- was provided for 1953-54. The re¬ 
quirements for 1954-55 and 1955-56 are Rs 38,000/- 
and Rs. 44,000/- respectively. The revised scheme 
will thus cost Rs. l'O6 lakhs against Rs. 2‘39 

lakhs provided in the original Plan. The scheme 
is now continuing.

‘A’ type centres provide for facilities for cinema 
shows and theatrical performances, outdoor and indoor 
games, vocational arts and crafts, free medicine, child 
welfare and maternity care, reading room facilities* 
and adult education. 

‘B’ type centres provide for facilities of free 
medicine, adult education and newspapers, and 
indoor and outdoor games. 

A provision of Rs. 6 lakhs was made for the 
Scheme. No expenditure under the scheme was 
incurred during the 1st three years for lack of Central 
assistance. It now transpires that the scheme needs 
revision. There is no need for a roving medical 
unit or a mobile radio cum cinema unit. Such 
amenites are to be provided by the Tea Gardens 
under the Plantations Labour Act. The need for 
welfare centres is also more in Tea Gardens than in 
urban areas. Accordingly it has been decided not 
to proceed with the ‘A’ and ‘B’ type urban centres 
included in the Plan scheme. A comprehensive scheme 
for Labour Welfare which involves improvement 
of existing welfare centres as also other amenities, 
is being drawn up by the Labour Department. The 
Capital Expenditure for the scheme is being provided 
by the Central Tea Board. The recurring cost will 
have to be met by the State Government. The 
recurring cost is of the order of Rs. 1,30,000A per 
year. The requirements for 1954-55 and 1955' 
will accordingly be Rs. 1,30,000 a per year. 



AUTONOMOUS HILL DISTRICTS. 


One of the directive principles of State Policy 
laid down by the constitution is that the State shall 
promote with special care the educational, social 
and economic interests of the Scheduled* tribes 
inhabiting the autonomous districts. To give effect 
to the said directive. Article 275 of the Constitution 
has provided for grants-in-aid out of the Consolidated 
Fund of India with a view to supplementing the efforts 
of the State in the implementation of the develop¬ 
ment schemes for the autonomous districts under 
various heads. A picture of the schemes to be 
implemented under this provision during the period 

of five years with effect from 1951-52 is given 
below :— 


Communications

within the reach of the tribal people. 
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Government, have now been giving the highest 
priority to the construction of an efficient net work 
of communications, so that all round development 
may follow in the wake of the opening up these 
hitherto inaccessible areas. Considerations of border 
security also compel Government to have a good net 
work of roads to link up the border areas with the 
District and Subdivisional headquarters, so that the 
armed forces could be quickly moved during the 
times of trouble. The development of the natural 
resources like coal and other mineral deposits in the 
hill areas, as for instance in the Garo Hills and Mikir 
Hills and the provision of adequate markets for the 
produce of the tribal people and the supply of 
essential commodities which they need, all hinge on 
the communication facilities. 

The State Government have taken into account 
the following factors in deciding on its programme 
of the road construction during the said five years, 
and in assigning priorities for the various roads 
included in the programme : — 

(i) Administrative convenience which demands 
all-weather motorable roads to all district 
head-quarters, and from the district head¬ 
quarters to the respective subdivisional 
headquarters. 

(ii) The security of the border which demands 
all weather roads from the district or sub* 
divisional headquarters with important 
centres on the border, and along the border. 
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(iii) Provision of essential supplies to the areas 
which are in need of them and marketing 
facilities for the produce of the different 
areas. ( The need to restore the economy 
of the border areas which has been 
shattered as a result of the partition figures 
prominently here). 

(iv) Exploitation of the natural resources in 

the shape of coal and mineral deposits in 

the Tribal Areas, to facilitate the develop¬ 
ment of industries. 


In accordance with the suggestion of the Iengar 
Committee, the State Government have laid great 
stress on the immediate implementation of the road 
schemes m the autonomous hill districts. It has 
been proposed to spend Rs. 206 lakhs on road

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aid from Government. With a view to provide the 
minimum educational facilities for the people inhabi¬ 
ting these areas, Government have undertaken various 
schemes such as grants*in-aid to non-Government 
secondary schools, awarding scholarships to deserving 
students for education under different subjects, 
provincialisation of secondary schools, etc. 

The inspecting agencies were also almost exclu¬ 
sively missioneries in the past. It has been considered 
necesssary to set up Government inspecting agencies 
in the tribal areas with a view to ensure that the 
schools are being run on sound lines. Acordingly, 
the old skeleton inspecting staff has since been 
augmented considerably. Introduction of Basic 
Education in the tribal autonomous districts has also 
been considered essential and accordingly schemes 
for establishment of Basic and Social education 
centres have been implemented. 

Great stress has been given in matters relating to 
primary education in the tribal autonomous district such 
as, grants-in-aid to primary schools, establishment of 
primary schools and appointment of Pandits in Lower 
Primary Schools. The rough estimated expenditure 
to be incurred on Education out of the grant-in-aid 
under Aricle 275 of the Constitution during the above 
said period of five years is Rs.36*84 lakhs. 

Medical 

Medical facilities in the tribal autonomous 
districts were woefully inadequate and the present 
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Government have made every effort to extend such 
facilities to the remote interior of these districts. 
Side by side with the establishment of static hospitals 
and dispensaries, Government have also provided for 
the establishment of travelling dispensaries so that 
the scattered tribal population may avail themselves 
of medical amenities, to some extent. During the 
5'year period it is intended to set up dispensaries in 
these areas, along with a number of travelling dispen¬ 
saries. With the opening up of these areas through 
development of communications, it will be easier to 
extend medical and public health facilities in these 

districts Arrangements for training of hill students 

girls and boys ) as midwives and compounders has 

med- Tf m i ade ’ Non ' Governme nt agencies affording 
medical facilities to the tribal people have also been 
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up to-date equipment for carrying on Public Health 
propaganda among the people of the autonomous 
hill districts. The estimated expenditure for five years 
out of grants-in-aid under Article 275 of the consti- 
tution is Rs. 8*05 lakhs. 

Agriculture 

Shifting cultivation or “Jhum”, the only agri- 
cultural method known to the Hill people, bring 
them only a very poor yield leaving them 
very meagre resources for most of the year, and 
at the same time denuding the hills of their soil 
and forests which results in the hills becoming 
barren wastes and lead to floods and the conse- 
quent havoc, destruction and misery in the plains. 
Hardly anything had been done to demonstrate to 
the tribal people the more scientific methods of 
agriculture in the hills, namely, of terracing the 
hill sides and growing of wet crops. No steps 
had also been taken to impart scientific training 
to the people of the Autonomous Hills Districts 
for the improvement of agriculture. The tribal 
areas are hopelessly deficit in food. The impor¬ 
tant crops are paddy, millets, maize, sweet potatoes, 
cotton, sesamum, chillies, etc. The schemes of 
development under Agriculture are calculated mainly 
to wean away the tribals from jhumming and to 
have this wasteful system replaced by the more 
scientific system of terrace cultivation in progre¬ 
ssive stages. A scheme for training of Mikir 
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people in Sago Palm tapping and Gur making has 
been undertaken. Necessary arrangement for train¬ 
ing of hill people in agricultural education has also 
been made. It has also been proposed to esta* 
blish an Agricultural Training School at Upper 
Shillong Farm in the United Khasi-Jaintia Hills. 
The total estimated expenditure to be incurred on 
Agriculture out of the grants-in-aid under Article 
275 of the Constitution during the period of five 
years from 1951-52 is Rs. 18*84 lakhs. 


Forest 

Forest produces constitute one of the important 
resources of the Autonomous Hills Districts. As 
already mentioned, the ‘Jhuming’ method of 
cultivation has been ruinous to the valuable forests 
in these areas. The Government are, therefore, 
undertaking anti-erosion measures and are making 
every effort to induce the cultivators to save the 
soil by diverting comparatively poorer lands to the 

plantation of woodlets. Government have also under¬ 
taken schemes for the development of roads and 
construction of bridges in the forest reserves so as 
to facilitate the extraction of timber and others 
forest produce, and transport of the same to the 
markets. Some schemes relating to regeneration have

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Cottage Industries 

Cottage Industries play an important part of 
the tribal way of life and in moulding tribal economy. 
Government intend to give every possible encourage¬ 
ment to the development and growth of cottage 
industries in the Tribal Areas, so that a portion of the 
requirements of the tribal people could be met by 
their own products. Further, these cottage industries 
would bring in additional earnings to the villagers and 
thereby increase their buying capacity. The main 
object behind the various schemes in this field is to 
provide training facilities for improved methods of 
production in various basic industries, which can be 
taken up by the tribals as a subsidiary occupation to 
agriculture. The different items proposed under 
this head are (i) Lac processing for the manufacture 
of shellac ; (ii) Fruit preservation ; (iii) Bee-keeping ‘, 
(iv) Manufacture of hand made paper ; (v) Basketry 
and cane work ; (vi) Soap manufacture, and (vii) 
Pottery. The Government intend to impart training 
in the above subjects to tribal youths by the award 
of stipends etc., and also propose to give grants-in-aid 
and loans to individuals and co-operative bodies 
undertaking cottage industries of the type referred to 
above. In addition to raising the income of the tribal 
people these industries would also utilise the raw 
materials and resources avaliable in the Tribal Areas. 
The stipendiaries after completion of their training 
would start industries of their own in the respec- 
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tive areas. Some of the trained personnel are also 
expected to be absorbed by Government for super¬ 
vising the industries to be set up in these areas and 
for training other people in the line. 

, F° r „ the Purpose of shellac manufacture, a 
budding for the shellac factory at Chaparmukh has 
already been constructed. It is expected that the 
actory will start working during the current year. 
Grants-,n-aid to private individuals for encourage¬ 
ment of Cottage Industries have been given It is 
Proposed to spend Rs. KV46 lakhs on -Cottage 
Industries during the said period of five years out

Sericulture and Weaving 
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societies and by the extension of the Shillong and 
Jowai Sericulture Farms. Two farms have been 
started one at Jowai and one at Diphu. Free seeds, 
eggs, food plant and cuttings have been supplied from 
the Shillong Farm and every effort is being made to 
expand the activities of these farms. Similar farms 
are proposed to be set up in all Hills districts and 
Subdivisional headquarters. Stipends have been grant¬ 
ed to hill boys to study in sericultural institutions. 
In weaving also field staff of the Weaving Department 
have been posted to all the important stations in 
the hills to give technical assistance and advice to the 
weavers in uptodate methods. Training classes have, 
already been started at Tura, Haflong, Aijal, Lungleh, 
Kohima, Jowai and Sarihajan. Stipends have been 
granted to hill boys and girls to enable them to attend 
these classes. Grants-in-aid are also being given to 
persons taking up weaving on commercial lines. 

The approximate expenditure to be incurred 
under this head out of the grants-in-aid under Art. 
275 of the Constitution during the period of five 
years is Rs. 9*68 lakhs. 

Cooperation 

The main object of the schemes under this head 
is to improve the economic condition of the people 
by the establishment of Co-operative Societies. The 
comparative lack of success of Co-operation in other 
parts of the country is not likely to be repeated here 
owing to the natural tendency of the tribals to a# 
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collectively. Given the right direction and guidance 
there is no reason why co-operation should not 
prove a great success in I these areas where collective 
activity has always existed in a rudimentary form. 
Schemes for the purpose have already been imple¬ 
mented. It is proposed to spend a sum of Rs. 5*72 
lakhs during the period of five years out of grants-in- 
aid under Article 275 of the Constitution. 


Veterinary 

The Veterinary and Animal Husbandry institu¬ 
tions already in existence in autonomous hill districts 
cannot meet the demands of the people. With a 
view to improve the breed of cattle and to provide 
for their treatment, it is proposed to open veterinary 
dispensaries cum livestock breeding centres is suitable 
places of the autonomous districts. It is also pro¬ 
posed to take up some schemes relating to Poultry

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avert erosion by primitive methods has proved futile, 

and Government help is essential if this problem is to 
be effectively tackled. 

The sprit of self-help among the Tribal people is 
very marked. Grants for schemes like construction 
of roads, schools, houses, dispensaries, etc., under¬ 
taken by villagers on a self-help basis have, therefore 
been given. Contributions have also been made to 
the various non-Government Institutions doing wel¬ 
fare work for the tribal people. 

The path of development must be prepared in an 
effective and co-ordinated manner if the Tribal people 
are to be brought in those respects where they lag 
behind to the same level as the people in the rest of 
the country and a sound social and economic envi¬ 
ronment must be created in which these people can 
achieve fullest self-expression and contribute their 
intrinsic share towards the future progress and deve¬ 
lopment of the country as a whole. 

Plains Tribal Welfare Schemes 

Apart from the Scheduled Tribes living in the 
Autonomous Districts and Centrally Administered 
Tribal Areas ( Part B of the table in paragraph 20 of 
Sixth Schedule ) a considerable proportion of the 
Tribal population inhabits the Plains Areas of the 
State. The population of such Tribal people living 
in the Plains is about 7 lakhs. This large population 
is scattered in small blocks in many districts all over 
Assam ; they are mainly Boro, Boro-Kacharies, Deoris, 
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Hajais, Kacharis, Lalungs Mechs, Miris and Rabhas. 
They generally occupy the sub-montane regions at 
the foot of the Himalayas on the North Bank of the 
Brahmaputra and at the foot-hills of the Garo Hills, 
United Khasi-Jaintia Hills and the Naga Hills on the 
South Bank of the Brahmaputra. Though they live 
in areas adjacent to areas inhabited by non-tribals, 
yet, their standard of living is comparatively much 
lower and a great deal will have to be done to bring 
them to the level of non-tribals in this respect. 

cattered as they are in small blocks in various districts, 
t ^se people have isolated themselves from progress 
and they have retained their separate identity and 
continue still to lead a comparatively primitive life, 
hese tnbes were neglected in the pa£t and no special 
pportunnies were given to them. 
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Plains Districts. A considerable amount of money 
was spent by the State Government in maintaining 
and subsidizing schools of all grades, establishing dis¬ 
pensaries and Public Health Centres, establishing 
village Panchayats, etc., in areas primarily inhabited 
by these Tribal people. 

The schemes proposed by the State Government 
for the Plains Tribals are intended only to provide 
for the basic needs of the community in develop¬ 
mental fields such as Communications, Education, 
Medical, Public Health, Agriculture, Veterinary, 
Sericulture and Weaving, Forests and Miscellaneous. 

1. Communication : - Nearly one fourth of the 
total amount required for implementing the schemes 
has been earmarked for the improvement of commu¬ 
nications in the Plains Tribal Areas. The key to the 
development of, and the implementation of other 
development schemes in these areas lies in the 
improvement of communications. In the present 
primitive state of communication in these areas, the 
problem of transporting even the essential supplies 
to the needy areas presents many difficulties. 

2. Education :-The education of the tribal people 
in the plains Areas of the State has so far not receive 
adequate attention. The Government intend to 
undertake planned educational schemes to bring these 
backward tribals on a par with their better educate 
neighbours. Necessary provision has been made for 
the training of teachers to staff the Basic Schools, for 
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the grant of scholarships to deserving students, for 
providing hostel accommodations in the schools and 
colleges for the tribal boys, giving grant-in-aid for 
improvement of school buildings, etc., and for open¬ 
ing of Adult Social Education Centres. 


3. Medical and Public Health :— There is a 
great dearth of medical facilities in the areas in 
habited by these people, resulting in their falling an 
easy prey to various maladies such as malaria, 
Kala-azar , etc. Although some hospitals and dispen¬ 
saries have been established by the State Govern¬ 
ment, they are far from being adequate to meet the 

requirements of these people. It is proposed to estab¬ 
lish hospitals and dispensaries including mobile 
dispensaries to alleviate the sufferings caused by 
various diseases. The lack of good drinking water 
turther accentuates the vulnerability of these people 
to various maladies Provision has been made in the 
Plan for the improvement of drinking water supply in 
the areas inhabited by the Plains Tribats 


4 Sericulture and Weaving : -Their proximity with 
the non-tnbals in the. Plains and their natu Japti- 
hides mthis direction have made the Plains Tribals 
proficient m the principal cottage Industries, vie 
Ser.culture and Weaving. The methods of spinning 
and weaving at present in vogue among these peoplf 

are pnmitive and need immediate improvement 2 
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go a long way to better the economic conditions of 
these people. With this end in view, it has been 
proposed to establish Silk Farms, Eri Seed Grainages, 
Boa-kata” (Spinning and Weaving) Societies and a 
Marketing Organisation, provsion has also been made 
for subsidies to mulberry growers with a view to 
encourage plantation. 

5. Agriculture :—Agriculture being the main source 
of income to these people, it has been proposed to 
establish Demonstration Farms in the areas predo* 
minantly inhabited by the Plains Tribal people, so 
that these people may be educated into taking up 
more scientific methods of cultivation. 

6. Veterinery : - The object of this scheme is to 
improve the existing cattle population of State by 
introducing artificial insemination, etc It is proposed 
to open centres and to produce improved bulls which 
will be distributed among the Tribal people of the 
Plains Districts 

7- Miscellaneous :—Besides official agencies, non-offi¬ 
cial agencies doing welfare work in these areas are 
being helped by Government through substantial 

grants-in-aid. 

The Tribal people are ?ery keen on undertaking self- 
help enterprises for improving rural communication 
and digging canals for irrigation purposes and this has 
been encouraged by the Government as far as possible. 

It is hoped that with the completion of the sche¬ 
mes included in the Flan, the plains tribals will be 
afforded the minimum amenities, considered nece¬ 
ssary for a civilized community. 



Community Development Projec

National Extension Service 

Community Development work or to use a better 
known phrase, Rural Extension Service is a co-opera¬ 
tive partnership between the Government and the 
people whose fundamental objective is all-round 
development of the people. It seeks to achieve this 
objective by stimulating local leadership and enthu¬ 
siasm and diverting these into constructive channels 
of sustained effort, the Government guiding these 
efforts with technological advise and providing to a 
limited extent, financial assistance. Thus, in essence, 
community development projects are projects of 
guided and aided self-help. Every stage in the imple¬ 
mentation of these Projects, viz., survey of the felt 
needs of the people, preparation of a plan of develop- 
ment based on the above needs and the resources 
available, chalking out a programme of work and 
execution of these works is undertaken by the

Projects and two Blocks have been allotted to Assam, 
lhese are 

1. The Cachar Project :-Forming part of the 

bonai, Suchar and Hailakandi tehsils of the Cachar 
district. 

2. The Darrang Project : — Forming part of the 
mouzas of Dakua, Harisinga, Ambagaon, Barsilajhar, 

, Orang and Dhekiajuli of the Darrang district. 

3. The Qoalpara'Qaro Hills Block. - Forming part 
of Dudhnai Thana of Goalpara Subdivision and 
Mauza No. 5 of the Garo Hills district. 

4 . The Kiikir Hills'Qolaghat Block .—Forming part of 
the Golaghat Subdivision and the Mikir Hills District, 

As the basic objective of Community Develop¬ 
ment works is the all-round development of the 
pepole, it follows that no phase of rural improve¬ 
ment is outside the scope of Community Projects. 
In particular, attention will be paid to Agriculture, 
Animal Husbandary, Irrigation, Reclamation, Health 
and Rural Sanitation, Rural Housing, Social Educa¬ 
tion, Communications, Village Arts, Crafts and In¬ 
dustries and training of Village Workers, 

The programme for increased agricultural pro¬ 
duction includes reclamation of waste land provi¬ 
sion of irrigation facilities, popularisation of the use 
of improved seeds, fertilisers and improved agricul- 
tura implements as well as provision of better marke- 



ting and credit facilities. Provision of Veterinary 
aid to cattle and improvement of live-stock by. 
better breeding methods are also contemplated. 

The Health Schemes would aim at the impro¬ 
vement of environmental hygiene, including provi¬ 
sion protected water supply, proper disposal of 
human and animal wastes, control of epidemic dis¬ 
eases such as malaria, cholera, small-pox, etc, pro¬ 
vision of medical aid to the rural population and 

education of the people in hygienic living, nutrition 
and child welfare. 


Other activities in the Project areas will include 
provision of social education, training to people in the 
responsibilities of citizenship, expansion and improve¬ 
ment of Primary and Secondary Education, expansion of 
Basic Education and Adult Literacy. Facilities of com¬ 
munication available in villages are hoped to be increased 

considerably. Un-employment and under-employment 

prob ems in the village will be tackled through the 
establishment of new and expansion of existing Cottage 
Industries and crafts. Training facilities will be provided ’ 
for teaching improved techniques to artisans and for 
popularising improved implements. 

Each Development Block will have a Mandi unit • 
located at the centre of its economic and social welfare ' 
activity This unit will have a dispensary and health r 
centre with mobile units which will carry medical aid 
to the neighbouring villages. The Mandi unit will also '

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The total estimated expenditure during the plan 
period of the two Community Projects and Develop¬ 
ment Blocks referred to above comes to Rs. 173 lakhs. 

In addition to these, three new Community Deve¬ 
lopment Blocks haye been allotted to Assam during 
1953-54- The estimated expenditure on these three 
Blocks during the next three years is Rs. 45 lakhs. 
These Blocks are : — 

1. The North Lakhimpur Block :—Consisting of 
seven mouzas of the Ranganadi Circle of the Lakhim* 
pur district. 

2. The Nowgong Block : — Consisting of whole 
or parts of five mouzas of the Dhing Circle and 
of two mouzas of the Roha Circle of the Now¬ 
gong district. 

3. The Lushai Hills Block :—Consisting of an area 
of about 100 square miles round Aijal in the 
Lushai Hills District. 

According to the pattern of rural development 
under the National Extension Service as finally 
accepted by the Planuiug Commission, within a 
period of ten years the whole country will be co- 
vered by such Development Blocks. Each Develop¬ 
ment Block is expected to consist o t about 100 
villages covering a population of about 66,000 people 
and will be in charge of a Block Development 
Officer. In view, however, of the low density of 
population of Assam and the general backwardness 
of the State, it has been decided that the above 
standard laid down for the whole of India will 
be modified to suit the special cirumstances of 
Assam. A Block in this state would cover a popu¬ 
lation of 45,000 to 60,000 in the plains districts 
and a population of about 20,000 only in the Hills 
districts. 
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Each Block Development Officer will be assis¬ 
ted by a team of Technical Officers for agricul¬ 
ture, animal husbandry, co-operation and panchayats, 
social education and engineering. In addition to 
this staff at the headquarters of a Block, there 
wiU be, for each group of ten villages, a Gram
